Legion police, or "co-ops," held a 
lane pen while the agents and 
their prisoners were brought to 
the comparative safety of a near- 
,by street. 


Those four were the only ar- 
rests during the 
sporadic out- 
breaks that marked th"e post-par- 
ade celebration. Police who at- 
tempted to roundup the detached 
mobs of hoodlums were hindered 
In making arrests by the crowds 
that milled through the street all 
night and during the early morn- 
Ing.

could do was guard the packed

Training of the muscles should 


begin, he said, as soon as th.e 
patient's limbs can be moved free- 
ly, without pain, .put he caution- 
ed the premature manipulation*

"Assume that every muscle is 


capable of attaining the normal, 
since it is impossible to deter- 
mine how many nerve cella actual- 
ly have been destroyed, and the 
child should have the full benefit 
of the doubt.
